NOT long ago sye were in the 
high - ccilingcd, dama&k- 
w ailed private study of Pope 
John XXIII. A huge globe 
dominates one comer of that 
sun-filled room, a modem globe, 
in sharp contrast to the gilded 
antique chairs and elaborately 
caned tables.

A Vatican official said to us, "This globe 
will interest Prince Philip. I understand 
he's rather like the Holy Father — fond of 
gadgets." 

The Pope and the Royal couple who wQI 
visit him are globe-conscious as never be- 
fore. Both Queen and Pope head vast 
commonwealths, the Queen's a political 
entity, th e Pope'i an entity of the spirit 
Their influence rhreetly touches every con- 
tinent. 

As Queen Elizalicth and Pope John meet, 
each mil it have the same provocative

thought: "Many of our subjects are the very 
same people — and owe their allegiance to 
both of us." 

Within the Vatican it.sclf are English, 
Scots, Irish, Canadians, as well as Common- 
wealth Africans and Asians. The world's 
first negro cardinal, a Tanganyikan, is a sub- 
ject of the Queen. 

In the archives of the Queen's family are 
many stories of Crown-Vatican co-opera- 
tion. Even the rigidly Protestant Victoria 
held oui an olive branch; she offered Pope 
Pius IX sanctuary when it was feared that 
he might be driven into exile. 

In World War It the escape route for 
British prisoners lay through the office of 




the British Minister lo the Holy See, then 
located within the Vatican itself. 

And when the late British envoy to the 
Vatican, Sir Marcus Cheke, a Protestant, 
was dying, Pope John came to hit bedside, 
not as a priest but as a friend. 

The State of Vatican City must strike 
Queen Elizabeth as a very curious place. 

It is as though, in Ixmdon, she should 
suddenly find all of Whitehall plus St. 
James* Park surrounded by a high wall, 
each entry guarded by soldiers of a foreign 
land, and the territory within a separate 
and self-governing nation. 

The Vatican, which covers a mere 109 
acres, is a jumble of tile-roofed ochre build- 
ings — a post-office, a bookshop, a grocery, a 
museum, a marble railway station — all 
dominated by the world's biggest church, the 
Basilica nf St. Peter. 

The Queen approaches the lillle kistg d tm 
along a broad, straight avenue, the Via della 
Concitiazione. She sees before her the his- 
toric church act at the end of (he street 
with the same dramatic perfection as Buck- 
ingham Palace is art at Ike end of (he MalL 

As her car drives into the huge, colon- 
naded square, the Piazza San Pielro, she has 
left Italy behind and is in the sovereign 
State of Vatican City. 

The car approaches the Arch of the BclLs, 
just to the left of the church, ft is flanked 
by Swiss guards in their Renaissance cos- 
tumes of blue, yellow, and red. They spring 
to attention, their lofty halberds glinting. 



A little farther on we saw a group of 
gardeners drinking from a chiautt horde 
which they had hung on one of Pope Johli 
trees. 

No such casual tights greet the Qur-n, 
for everything U super-tidy for her — 
mores the pity. As her car rounds a hi 
curve she gets a brief glimpse of the ill 
green gardens that rise in tiers behind 'ter 
and of the tall antennae of the 'Vati -an 
radio station. 

"How like Windsor Castle," she must 
think as she moves through courtyard aiirt 
courtyard where bricks and stones of m.,riy 
centuries touch. "But bow different — ti 
Italian sunshine and these buttcr-ailorjd 
buildings."

T>liTWEEN sessions of 
the Congress of the 
International Council of 
Nurses held in Melbourne, 
I .watched moments to 
talk to these women, who 
were among the 2300 
nurses from 44 countries 
meeting in the Exhibition 
Building. 

Let me introduce iHem. 

• Mill Helm Downtoa is 

natron of University College 
Hospital, which, as its name 
impues, is close to University 
College, London. 

She controls a group of four 
hospitals, including one for 
leprosy patients. Reds total 
1030, and the supervises a staff 
of 900. 

"University College Hos- 
pital is 1 5(1 -years old, young 
for a London hospital." Miss 
Downton said. "I did my 
training at .St. Bartholomew's, 
which is BOO years old.' 1 

• Miss Throdnra Turner is 
matron □! St Thomas' Hos- 
pital, just across the Thames 
from the Houses of Parlia- 
ment. 

St. Thomas' history noes 
back to 1 107. and the Nightin- 
gale Training School a« the 
hospital celebrated its centen- 
ary last year. 

Miss Turner also controls 
three other hospitals besides 
this parent hospital. She has 
a staff of BOO for 950 beds. 

• Miss Grace Walls is matron 
of the General lonrmary at 
Leeds. This hospital — actu- 
ally a group of three — is 200 
years old and has a staff of 
700 and 975 beds. Miss Watts, 
like Miss Downton, trained 
It St. Bartholomew's. 

( Melbourne's biggest hospi- 
tal, the Roval Melbourne, has 
not mure than 600 beds.) 

Dedicated 

Although it is trite to say so, 
these women, like all those 
who give such tremendous ser- 
vice to the community, are 
dedicated to their work. 

Bui when they talk about 
their work uVy speak with 
the inatter-of-iactness that 
comes from years of experi- 
ence and Familiarity. 

They do not seem to realise 
that lo a layman Ihcy appear 
slightly larger than life. 

Part of this feeling about 
Ihem mines, no doubt, from 
the traditions of the hospitals 
they represent, tradition* so 
closely linked with the history 
nf British nursing- 
Looking back to their early 
nursing days, they agreed that 
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Hospitals 
are their

matrons nowadays cope with 
work vastly more complicated 
and demanding than that of 
matrons 20 or more years ago. 

"Hospitals are much bigger 
and there are greater problems 
of administration," Miss 
Downton said. 

"We have huge staffs, and 
just as evrrywhrrc else in the 
world these days we have staff 
problems." 

"But in London, of course, 
it is easier to get staff," Miss 
Turner added. "Everyone 
wants to come to London." 

While endless paper work, 
one of the. results of the. Butch 
welfare state, is their biggest 
burden, patients are always 
their first concern. 

"We are always kept noti- 
fied of the condition of very 
seriously ill patients," Miss 
Tumrr said, acting as spokes, 
woman for the three. 

"As well as that and regu- 
lar reports from the staff, we 
have what is called 'Matron's 
walk round*. 

"Wr don't call it an inspec- 
tion, because it is not. We 
don't look for dust. We leave 
that to someone else. 

"We visit every bed in the 
hospital, talk to the patients, 
discuss any problems with the 
staff in the different wards, lo 



this way we keep in dose 
touch with everything that's 
happening." 

The problems of the mat- 
rons' tasks are added to in no 
small way because of the sys- 
tem of group hospitals. 

One hospital Matron Tur- 
ner controls is 40 miles from 
Ixmdon in Godalming, Surrey. 
She visits it once a month. 

Her nurses begin their 
training there "When they 
came up to London, il is like 
promotion," she said. 

Also in her group is a 
maternity hospital, whirh has 
its own matron. 

"Fm just the queen bee," 
Miss Turner said, "and I'm 
only called in when some 
difficulty crops up that only 
1 can deal with. We work 
together. [ don't treaJ on her 
toes." 

Compensations; 

One of the compensations 
they all find is that, no mat- 
ter what problems and crises 
arise, no two days are ever 
the tame. 

Nurses in Britain work a 
44-bour week (in Australia 
they work 40 hours), but the 
matrons believe their nurses 
have an advantage over their 
sisters in Australia in spite of 
their longer hours. 

"Here, nurses have lo study 
in their off-duty tirrtr, but we 
have a different system," Miss 
Turner said. "We call it the 
block period of study.

The nurses leave the wards 
completely -for six weeks at a 
lime. They go to nnrsing 
school, where they have lec- 
tures an J discussion. Then 
they go back Id the wards. 
This is included in their over- 
all period of training." 

Relaxation 

And what do matrons have 
in the way of off-duty time? 

They didn't ever seem to be 
completely off duty, except 
when they went on vacation. 

"We arc really always on 
calf," Miss Downton said, v 'but 
our days off are only inter- 
fered with when there is an 
extreme emergency, like a lire 
or a very serious case.*' 

Matron Turner has a "nice 
flat" opposite St. Thomas'. 
Matron Downton has a Hat on 
the roof o( University Col- 
lege Hospital, "with a little 
garden." 

Matron Watts is not quite 
as fortunate and drew a laugh 
from the other two when she 
said her flat was on the floor 
above her office at the hos- 
pital. 

"Too close," the other two 
said. 

Miss Downton and Miss 
Walls were both at St. Bar- 
tholomew's Hospital during 
the blitz on London. 

Only 100 beds wen bent 
open during the raids. The 
hospital was hit seven (lines. 

Since the close of the Con- 
gress in Melbourne, oi.mv of 
the delegates have been visit- 
ing 5ydncy.

a looped design o( two rows of piping, and a series of 
graduated star roses filling in al the Ikuk.

"iptainers indoon,. 

Nearly all the bulbs, normally grown in the open, thrive 
under pot-culture if given the nghi soil, good drainage, and 
uHident sunlight, ventilation, and supplr.nirntary feeding. 

Most foliage plants need some protection from cold winds 
.r draughts, ff you mux open windows on wiody days, Erst 
move the plants to a sheltered corner. 

Where there are small pools and aquariums in conserva- 
tories, various walcr-loving plants — nympbars f wafcrliliesi, 
water hyacinths, arrowheads, lotus, water arums, pickerel- 
weed, papyrus, water-iris, cat-tail, umbrella palms, laro, sagit- 
taria, water-chestnuts — can be grown. 

You can't possibly grow all the huuie plants thai are 
available, or ail those shown here. So ehomr those that have 
the qualities you most admire, that do the most for your 
humr. Select them for natural grace, boldness, or patterns.

JNTRODUCTIONS from the tropics, sub-tropics, and warm 
parts of thr world are among the loveliest plants grown 
indoors for summer flownrs. 

Thrsc include Arltimenes (basket traiici ], whirh need 
rich, fibrous soil, semi-shade, and good ventilation; Archmeas, 
which are epiphytes (air plants), and also require to be 
planted in orchid fibre (rodea, osmunda, and similar com- 
posts-}; antlturium* (members of thr arum famity). which 
also nrrri good drainage, high trtnprralurrs, and rough, fibrous 
mint, 

('.ahdiumt art- also relaied In the annus Being tropical 
plants they require heat, liuinidity. and good ventilation if 
grown indoors. 



They do best in sandy loam that lias at least four parts of 
decayed vegetable nutter and one pan sand. Water regularly 
and deeply. 

Calaihca* belong to the maranta family and have attractive 
colored foliage and flowers in cones among the leaves. 

They need a clow, moist atmosphere indoors; should be 
grown in pots filled with a mixture of loam, leafmould, and 
sand. They should be shaded from hot sunshine and kept 
moist. 

Drndrohium orchids are obtainable in many lovely forms 
and innumerable colors and combinations of colors. 

They should be potted in osmunda or lodea fibre, firmed 
well, and the pot topped off in summer with sphagnum muss. 
Water well when buds appear and during Dowering. 

Gloxinia* tan be grown in any warm room of the house, 
provided ihevget shade in the afternoons of summer, when 
they Bower. 

Mot up in good loamy soil that contains ample rotted cow 
manure or peal, leafmould, and some sand. Don't wet the 
Irav.vi when watering and watch ventilation in summer, 

Momicrni do best when grown in a mixture of sandy loam 
and plenty of leafmould, old row manure, or well-made vege- 
table compost. They require ample moisture and light. 

Crotons arc tropical foliage shrubs available in many lovely 
rnmbrntrt ioni of colors. They need heat and humidity »nd 
good light to induce bright coloring, but to prevent leaf-burn- 
ing some shade may be necessary if grown near a window. 
Water regularly. 

Other plants that do well indoors in summer arc pikas 
(aumtmum plant,), pepetoniias (foliage plants with ltcauti. 
fully marked leaves), ma ramus (also well-marked foliage)

VIRGIL (70-79 B.C.): 
Aeneid"

' J 1 1 IIS poet, who w rot ■ ■ ao much of the 
gloria of Rutnc, wn& not i Roman, 
but a 1 i. ml 

Ht* had a vf?ry quiet life — studying in Rome, 
.ind spending yens in caul em plat tun. 

Virgil sprat the Jail 10 years of his life 
narking op his manirrpiere — "Til* Arneid." 
Mr felt the "Aeneid" lo be unfinished, and, 
■when he wa» dying, ordered the work to he 
destroyed. This was prevented by August ui, 
ruler of the State at the time. 

Homer may 1>e said to have started 
European liicraiure tind Virgil tp have been 
thf forefather of one of it* -.nlw.ivn.imis — the 
literature of imiunal.Am. 

The " Acnr;i<f ' was written with a deliberate 
purposr: tn dramatize through the use of 
lege-ddx the glory and destiny of Rome, which 
had reached its high point in Virgil's own 
lime. 

The whole theme of the *'AeneicT may be 
found in ihe three famous lines of Book h: 
''Romans, these are your arli: id bear 
dominion over ihe nnlioiM, to impose peace, 
to ip.irp the conquered, and subdue the 
proud-*' 

Because this natintioliat ideal ii one of the 
keys lo VirgiVs mind, the reader should l>e 
aware nf it. But for us, if is not the impor- 
tant thing. The "Aeneid" today is a story, u 
gajlery of characters, and a work of art. 

Its characters have remained fresh for £000 
yean. The aft of the "Acneid," hard (o 
summarise, a not always immediately felt. It 
U based on a wonderful sense of what words 
can do whtn carefully, and same times 
stranfHy. rombined and subdued to n power- 
ful rhythm. 

Arid behind the story and the rharac.teri 
there is a wnse of Virgil's own curious s^nsc 
of life's melancholy, rather than its tragedy, 
which continue* to move u%, rven ihrmgh the 
Rome he wrote ibOQt has tOAft been dust. 

Th/n "Iliad" and the "Odyssey" 1 influenced 
Virgil <|uiie rlrriuvrly. 

But Virgil is not as eusy to read as Homer. 



He does not have Homer's great vigor, nor 
his simplicity and directness. Virgil iias 
effects of greai subtlety, many, thnugh not all, 
lost, even in the best translation- 

• MARCUS AURELIUS [121- 
T80): "MeditaHgns" 

JJARCUS AURELIUS ANTONINUS, 
ruler nf the Roman Empire from I6| to 
his death, is ihe outstanding example in West- 
eni history of Plato's ideal PhMosopher-K.tm'- 

Hi* r»-ign was far from ideal, being marked 
by war attiiinst the barbaric Germans, by 
severe economic imublet, and by phiguc. 

It will be remembered not because Marcus 
was a good emperor (though he was) bur 
because during the last 10 years of bis life, by 
ihe light of a t ampfire, resting by ihe remote 
natiube after an exhausting day uf marching 
or battle, he .set down in Greek li is "Mndi- 
tations," addressed only to himself but, by 
good fortune, now the property of us all. 

The curious charm, the sweetness, thr mel- 
ancholy of the "Meditations*' are his own. 
'Hie moral doctrines are those of the popular 
philosophy nf thr time, Stoicism. 

Tim philosophy may be summed up in two 
words, '"Endure" and "Abstain." 

Mini's whole duty was to discover how he 
could live in harmony with nature, and then 
to do so. Stress was laid on peace of mind, 
scarvice to one's fellow man, and the brother- 
hood of mankind. 

Stoicism's watchwords are Duly, Impertur- 
bability, and Will. 

Though it is a philosophy suited to a time 
of troubles, iut influence has never stopped 
during almost the whole of 2000 years. 

It is at its most appealing in the "Medi- 
tations." It is an easy book to read, It is 
the rerord of the thoughts of a man. — vir- 
tuous, with a firm sense of responsibility (less 
to hi* empire lhaii tn ihe Stoic ideal cif the 
perfect man), untouched by passion, generous 
by nature, and nnt alter trd by good or ill- 
funutu:.
